Lang v. Wal-Mart Stores East, L.P. 

March 2, 2016 

Labor & Employment Law 

(United States First Circuit) - In a suit brought by a former employee who was pregnant and 

sought a reasonable accommodation by employer defendant, claiming violations of the federal 

Americans with Disabilities Act and the New Hampshire Civil Rights Act, the district court's 

grant of summary judgment to employer defendant is affirmed where: 1) plaintiff failed to create 

a trialworthy issue as to whether she could have performed an essential function of her job, 

manually lifting up to 60 pounds, with or without a reasonable accommodation; and 2) her state 

law claims are without merit.  

 

US v. Jordan

Sentencing, Criminal Law & Procedure 

(United States First Circuit) - Sentence for conviction of conspiracy to commit securities fraud, 

18 U.S.C. sections 1348 and 1349, and mail and wire fraud, sections 1341, 1343 and 1349. is 

affirmed over defendant's claims that the district court abused its discretion in admitting certain 

expert testimony at sentencing and that the court committed clear error in determining the 

amount of the loss attributable to the offense of conviction.  

 

US v. Vega 

March 2, 2016 

Evidence, Criminal Law & Procedure 

(United States First Circuit) - Conviction of fifty-eight criminal counts stemming from 

defendant's participation in a Medicare fraud scheme is affirmed over defendant's claims alleging 

several procedural defects and that the government did not present sufficient evidence to convict 

her of identity theft and money laundering.  
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
